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ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  -  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Scarborough  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1952. 

VITAL  STATISTICS . 


The  estimated  population  for  1952  was  9,157,  or  588  higher  than 
last  year.  The  Birth  Rate  was  17.8  per  1,000  population!  this  figure  is 
higher  than  those  recorded  in  1951  (16.7)  and  1950  (l3.2).  The  Crude  Death 
Rate  of  11.5  per  1,000  population  in  1952,  was  lower  than  that  of  1951 »  (12.25) 
or  of  1950  (13.8).  When  adjusted  by  applying  the  Comparability  Morbidity 
Index,  this  rate  becomes  9*2$  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole  being  11.3. 
Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System  and  Intra-cranial  Vascular 
Lesions  (58)  and  Cancer  (14-)*  were  the  main  causes  of  death.  Of  the  total 
number  of  deaths,  77  (73$>)  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years,  of 
whom  30  related  to  persons  over  80  years.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
was  36.8  per  1,000  Live  Births,  an  increase  on  that  for  1951  which  was  27.97. 
No  Maternal  death  occurred  during  the  year. 


The  estimated  population  rose  by  1627  from  mid-1949  "to  mid-1952; 
during  the  4  years  1949-1952  the  Birth  Rate  increased  from  14.6  to  17.8  per 
1,000  population,  whereas  the  Crude  Death  Rate  declined  from  15.3  to  11.47 
Per  1,000  population.  These  quite  dramatic  changes  in  the  Vital  Statistics 
coincide  with  the  growth  of  Eastfield  Estate,  for,  since  the  first  house  was 
occupied,  on  April  3rd  1950,  to  the  end  of  1952,  approximately  600  families 
have  been  re-housed  there;  further,  as  it  has  been  the  practice  of  Scarborough 
Corporation,  when  selecting  tenants  for  their  Eastfield  Estate,  to  give 
priority  to  families  who  had  not  been  able  to  establish  homes  of  their  own 
in  the  town,  mostly  young  families  were  re— housed;  this  helps  to  explain 
the  rise  in  Birth  Rate  and  fall  in  the  Death  Rate.  It  is  not  unreasonable 
to  assume  that  following  the  re— ad justment  of  boundaries,  whereby  in  April 
1953  Eastfield  became  part  of  the  Borough  of  Scarborough,  there  will  be 
appreciable,  differences  in  the  population,  birth  rate  and  death  rat©  for  the 
Rural  District  in  1953.  Hence  it  may  be  anticipated  that  the  population 
estimate  w,ill  be  7,000  -  7,500,  the  Birth  Rate  may  well  decline  to  about  13 
per  l,00Cv  population  ahd  the  Death  Rate  likely  to  reach  14  per  1,000 

population.

Section  47  of  the  Act,  which  provides  for  the  removal  to 
suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  was  not 
enforced  during  the  year. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  santg  Act,  the  Rural  District  Council 
undertook  the  burial  of  one  person  for  whom  no  arrangements  for  burial  had 
been,  or  were  being,  made  by  any  other  persons. 


Housing . 


During  1952  the  Council  erected  34  i&ew  houses 5  another  14  were 
built  under  private  enterprise 5  Scarborough  Corporation  completed  a 
further  232  houses  at  their  Hastfield  Estate  at  Seamer. 


The  allocation  of  new  houses  under  the  points  system  continued 
in  operation.  Applications  presenting  some  medical  aspect  were  referred 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


One  building  was  represented  under  Section  XI  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936.  The  Local  Authority  accepted  an  Undertaking  by  the  owner  not 
to  allow  the  premises  to  be  used  for  habitation  until  they  had  been 
rendered  fit. 


Water  Supplies. 

As  will  be  gathered  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  report,  the 
variable  nature  of  the  different  water  supplies,  demands  constant 
supervision. 


Food  Hygiene. 

No  special  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  introduced  within  the 
Council’s  area,  although  the  compartively  few  food  premises  were  included 
in  regular  tours  of  inspection. 

Sewage , 


The  Council  considered  a  scheme  involving  the  extension  of  the 
Cayton  Bay  Sewage  Disposal  system  to  include  Beach  View  Camping  Site  and 
houses  on  Killerby  Cliff.  The  scheme  was  the  subject  of  a  special  report 
by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  Circular  54/52  of  the  Ministry  of 
ousing  and  -^ocal  Government. 

Camping  Sites. 

The  22  registered  Camping  Sites  were  subject  *to  close  supervision, 
espe  cially  during  their  period  of  occupation.  In  the  interests  of  public 
health  the  Council  applied  more  stringent  conditions  to  the  granting  of 
licences.

(i)  Ay ton.  Samples  have  been  taken  weekly,  and  lovibond  tests 

twice  weekly.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 

(ii)  Bur ni s ton  and  Cloughton.  Since  the  filtration  plant  has  been 

installed  there  have  been  no  complaints  with  regard  to  discoloura¬ 
tion  of  the  water.  Night  flushings  of  the  Burniston  and 
Cloughton  water  systems  took  place  on  six  occasions.

(iii)  Brompton,  Chlorination  has  been  Batlstfaotory ,  and  the  supply 

has  boon  satisfactorily  maintained.  Lovibond  tests  have  been 
made,  and  samples  of  water  submitted  for  analysis  regularly. 

(iv)  Gristhorpe.  There  have  been  two  complaints  with  regard  to 
discolouration  of  the  water,  but  samples  taken  have  proved 
satisfactory  in  four  cases  out  of  five. 

(v)  Hutton  Buscel,  Uykeham  and  Ruston.  The  chlorination  of  this 

supply  has  continued  to  be  irregular,  and  samples  have  not  always 
been  satisfactory, 

(vi)  Ravenscar.  Samples  have  been  taken,  and  lovibond  tests  carried 
out  weekly.  Chlorination  has  been  satisfactory,  and  the 
supply  maintained. 

(vii)  Sawdon,  This  village  is  now  supplied  from  the  Snainton  supply, 
and  the  old  works  have  been  abandoned. 

(viii)  Snainton .  Samples  have  been  taken  weekly,  and  lovibond  tests 
twice  weekly.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 

(ix)  General.  The  contract  has  been  let  for  supplying  the  village 
of  Erompton  from  the  Snainton  water  supply.  This  main  will 
be  part  of  the  new  regional  scheme. 


Seamer  Regional  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  S earner ,  Irton,  East  and 
West  Ayton  and  Cayton  sections  of  the  Council’s  Sewerage  Scheme  are 
completed,  Further  extensions  have  been  made  afc  The  Green  and  Jackson’s 
Road,  Seamer,  and  at  Post  Office  Street,  West  Ayton.  On  the  Eastfield 
Estate  all  sewers  and  drains  for  existing  properties  have  been  tested  and 
approved.  Certain  lengths  of  main  sewer  have  also  been  tested  and  approved 
with  regard  to  future  development.  Other  schemes  are  still  in  abeyance. 


CAMPING . 

Supervision  has  been  maintained  over  all  camping  sites  during  the 
year.  Notices  have  been  served  upon  the  owners  of  a  number  of  unsatisj.ac— 
tory  camping  grounds.  When  applications  are  made  for  the  renewal  oi  the 
licences  concerned  during  1953,  efforts  will  be  made  to  bring  these  camping 
grounds  up  to  a  standard  which  has  been  set  by  the  Council.  One 
successful  prosecution  was  made  with  reference  to  breach  of  Camping  Bye-laws. 

TIPS. 

Conditions  on  all  tips  have  been  fair,  and  disinfestation  has 
taken  place  frequently,  but  maintaining  the  Ayton  tip  continues  to  be 
difficult  owing  to  the  number  of  un— authorised  persons  tipping  there  and 
the  difficulty  of  keeping  out  trespassers.

Emergency  slaughtering  only ,  and  the  slaughter  ox  oacon  pigs, 
has  been  carried  out  in  the  slaughter  houses  within  the  Rural  District.
